.wlli^rial. This case was heard by him 
only a few months before his retire¬ 
ment. . For weeks the trial went on 
without Intermission. In spite of the 
fact that he was then a man of about 
74 years of age never once did the late 
Mr. Justice Drake ask for any ad- 
Jcurnment . On the con tra ry, he kept 
the Mai progressing with more than 
uf-ual expedition. His judgment hand¬ 
ed down in that trial was sustained 
sucessively through the various ap¬ 
peals to the highest court of the realm, 
the privy council. 

The deceased was descended from a 
very old English family, the Tyrwhltt 
Drakes of Shardllves, Bucks. He was 
born at Kings Wails, Hertfordshire 
England. In 1830, and was educated at 
the Charter House school. He was ad¬ 
joined as a solicitor and attorney-at- 
law. to the superior courts In England 
In 1851, and came to British Columbia 
In 1963, and settled In Victoria. He took 
an active part In public affairs shortly 
after his arrival, and was elected as a 
me i iber of the Legislative Council of 
T, ritish Columbia as representative for 
Victoria"In 1863, and sat In the house 
till 1870. He was a member of the 
hoard of education for British Colum- 
bU irom 1872 to 1878. 

In 1877 lie was elected mayor of the 
%ctty of Victoria, and ^t the general 
election of 1SS2 he was returned to the 
legislative assembly to represent Vic¬ 
toria. He was president of the execu¬ 
tive council from January 26, 1883, to 
October. 1884. 

Mr. Drake was called to the bar of 
British Columbia in 1877. was appoint¬ 
ed a Q.. C. on the 21st of September. 
1883, and was elevated to the bench in 
1889. He was & bencher of the British 
Columbia Law Society. 

Mrs. Drake died about five years ago. 
He Is survived by a family of rfve: 
Brian H. Y.. registrar of the supreme 
<*ourF In this city; Mrs. A. M. Bridg¬ 
man, Mrs. A. D. Cuase and Miss Drake, 
who lives In this city, and Mrs. Bar- 
nardislon. who resides in England.

Belong to Hartfield or 
Rosamond.

Beyond the discovery of a mahogany 
cabin door with a maple-wood ven¬ 
tilating panel and some empty whiskey 
cases marked "Maekay and White.” no 
further wreckage had been discovered 
on the West Coast up to this after¬ 
noon. Patrols have been sent out from 
Port Renfrew and Carmanah to search 
the coast-line, but nothing tending to 
confirm the theory, held In some quar¬ 
ters, that a vessel has recently been 
lost has yet be n gleaned from the 
beaches and rocks in th® vicinity of 
the place wnere' the first quantity of 
wreckage was picked up on Thursday. 

The arrival of five sailing vessels in 
the straits, including the wooden ves¬ 
sel. Alex., Gibson, this morning has 
reduced the probability of a recent dis¬ 
aster to a remote chance. Only one 
wooden vessel is now due in the 
straits, the W. F. Babcock, which is 80 
days out from Sydney.

At the beginning of next lummer 
lumber mills wll! In all probability bo 
built and in operation al Aiberrvi Canal, 
and on Nootka Island, where an Ameri¬ 
can firm is to operate in an extensive 
way. having recently completed the 
purchase-of largo tracts of timber there 
which are to be cruised this summer, 
logged In the winter and manufactured 
during the following summer. 

The parties Interested In the indus¬ 
try here are an American firm from 
(panada Kansas, E. R. and A. Burk- 
-ffotrier , wh os e re pre se n ta tive , A. Burk¬ 
holder. la at the present time a guest 
at the Dominion hotel. 

Mr. Burkholder in a conversation with 
the Times this morning, announced 
that he had on behalf of his Arm re¬ 
cently completed the purchase of nine¬ 
teen sections of limber lands near Ai- 
beml Canal, and thirty-seven sections 
at Kookta Island. An outfit of timber 
cruisers have been brought over from 
Seattle and are about to leave on a 
cruising expedition Tor the two locali¬ 
ties where they will be occupied at tha 
work all this summer. 

Mr. Burkholder announced this morn¬ 
ing that logging will be commenced 
next winter and by the summer fol¬ 
lowing milts will have been erected and 
put into operation. The logs will be 
manufactured there and shipped to the 
mainland coast for transport to the 
United States. A considerable sum of 
money will be expended here in de¬ 
velopment, plant and wages. -., 

E. R. and A. Burkholder are th^ own¬ 
ers of a line of retail timber yards 
throughout Kansas, to where the great¬ 
er portion of the cut will go to be re¬ 
tailed. The coming scarcity of the pro¬ 
duct Is the reason of tho firm’s en¬ 
trance to this territory. Speaking of 
the recent purchase this morning Mr. 
Burkholder said that he had inspected 
lumber limits throughout Washington 
and Oregon, but had been unable to 
And anything suitable at a reasonable 
price and had consequently come to 
Vancouver Island In search of the 
goeds. He Fays that the lumber grow¬ 
ing here is ihe only, tall lumber remain¬ 
ing on the continent that Is fit for man¬ 
ufacturing Into heavy timbers. He 
things that in a few years the lumber 
business here win become one of the 
Island’s most extensive industries, but 
that It will be closely competed with by 
mining. 

Mr. Burkholder sees a, great future 
ahead for Vancouver island. He is ono 
of the many Canadians who years ago 
migrated to the United States that are 
returning to the land of their birth for 
investments. In 187$ a number of farm¬ 
ers from Ontario went across the line 
and found the settlement now known 
as Canada Kansas. Owing to the high 
price to which Ontario farming land 
rose, these men were forced to seek 
Investments elsewhere and found what 
they wanted In Kansas. The same dif¬ 
ficulty. says Mr. Burkholder, now face* 
their sons who are leaving the city of 
their fathers and coming to the great 
Northwest <o establish their homes and 
families. Canada Kansas 1* strictly a 
farming area and is about six mile* 
square. It Is all prairie land, but the 
price has advanced with such big 
strides that It is now necessary for In¬ 
vestors to look elsewhere for places of 
settlement, and the Morthwest of Can¬ 
ada and British Columbia is the land¬ 
mark towards which they are making. 
Canada is 184 miles from Kansas City, 
and the population Is principally Can¬ 
adians from Ontario. The township as¬ 
sessment last year, say* Mr. Burkhold¬ 
er, was $1,028,000, the average assess¬ 
ment being $47. The Arm of which Mr. 
Burkholder Is a partner, is also look¬ 
ing into other investments on the island 
where large sums of capital can be 
profitably Invested, and he says that he 
knows of no better territory where cap-
